COFFEE  IN  GUATEMALA. 

drlights  ami  Profits  attkxding  the 
production  of  thk  vvori.u's  f.worltk 
Hkruy. 
SINCE  1880  Guatemala  has  devoted 
herself  almost- exclusively  to  the  culti- 
vation of  sugar  and  coffee  :  and  the 
two  industries  have  gone  on  increasing, 
year  by  year,  to  such  an  absorbing 
degree  that  now  nearly  her  whole  pro- 
ductive force  is  concentrated  in  them. 
It  was  the  elder  Barrios'  id>a  in  the 
beginning,  amply  justified  at  the  time 
by  the  high  price  of  sugar  at  home  and 
coffee  abroad  ;  but  probably  the  Dictator 
did  ii";  foresee  that  in  one  decade  his 
beloved  laud  would  so  overdo  the  matter 
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the  year,  maybe  better,  if  you  are  wiseeuougli 
to  leave  the  place  in  the  hands  of  a  competent 
administrator  or  overseer,  as  the  wealthier 
natives  do.  You  ca.n  calculate  your  crop. 
months  ahead,  almost  to  the  pound,  bemuse 
the  trees  invariably  average  each  so  much. 
Two  pounds. ' in  oro,'  in  local  parlance  (that 
is,  all  ready  for  shipping),  is  a  fair  estimate 
fur  a  tree '  between  three  and  five  years  old. 
Larger  trees,  in  more  favored  localities,  will 
net  twenty-five,  some  thirty  pounds  'in  oro, 
And  this  is  leaving  irrigation,  fertilisation 
and  other  aids  to  nature  quite  out  of  the 
calculation.

A  few  years  ago  a  sudden  boom  in  ' 
coffee  filled  all  their  centers  with  gold,  for  the 
product  la  always  sold  for  gold  and  nothing 
else,  Manv  o'f  these  b*er-guzrilng  coffee 
kings  hfl^  retired  from  active  work  and  live 
abroad,  coming  once  in  a  year  or  two  to  nlo-.it 
over  their  bonanzas.  Tin-y  (the  Germans] 
make  "  no  bones'  about  trying  to  keep  every- 
bo.lv  else  out  of  the  land,  for,  of  coarse,  they 
desire  to  retain  the  monopoly  they  have  bo 
iOKg  enjoyed. 

Among  the  advantages  erf  life  in  the  Cohan 
district  is  the  fact  that  it  lies  close  to  tlie 
Ulnnttc  seatwanl  and  near  the  great  markets 
of  the  world.  Us  production  is  yet  small. 
because  most  of  the  '  fincas '  are  only  a_  few 
vears  old  The  climate  is  almost  perfection— 
"never  too  hot.  never  too  cold  ;  you  may  sleep 
111  the  Open  the  vear  around,  without  fear  of 
man.  beast  or  serpent,  or  malarial  fever.     Nor 


are  always  located  as  near  the  centre 
of  the  estate  as  possible,  and  a  running 
stream  near  such  a  location  is  considered 
of  great  benefit,  for  plenty  of  water 
saves  labor,  they  say,  and  makes  a  more 
1  stylish  «  coffee.  After  the  berries 
have  been  picked  and  carried  to  the 
factory  they  are  run  through  a  pulping 
machine,  a  stream  of  water  passing 
through  the  topper  with  the  berries. 
The  machine  breaks  the  pulp  and 
separates  the  berry,  after  which  the 
pulp  is  carried  off  and  spread  around 
the  trees  for  "dressing."  The  berry  is 
discharged  from  a  spout  into  a  reservoir, 
*  ,ou  tied  verv  closelv  to  labor,  where  one  j  which  has  a  cemented  bottom,  inclosed 
plowing  and  planting  is  sufficient  for  *bty  J  by  masonry — a  water-tight  wall  about 
years  or  so.

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the  beans  to  dry  in  the  sun.  After- 
ward they  are  put  through  a  machine 
which  breaks  the  skin  and  winnows  it 
cletn  from  chaff  and  dirt.  Next  it  is 
all  picked  over  by  hand,  every  berry 
assorted  according  to  itsquality,  making 
usually  three  or  four  grades  in  one 
crop.  Then  it  is  bagged,  sold  on  the 
spot  to  some  exporter,  and  transported 
to  the  nearest  shipping  port  in  carts  or 
on  the  backs  of  Indians.  The  labor  is 
all  accomplished  by  Indians,  the  men 
working  the  land,  the  women  and  girls 
picking  the  berries  and  doing  the  work 
in  the  mills.  In  parts  of  the  country 
where  little  coffee  is  grown  the  pulping 
is  all  done  by  hand,  by  Indian  women. 
It  is  then  dried  and  sold  in  « parch- 
ment"— that  is,  the  berry  remains 
encased  in  its  membraneous  skin  until 
transported  to  some  town  where  there 
is  a  factory  in  which  it  can  be  perfected 
for  market.  The  curing  of  coffee  is  of 
vital  importance,  as  in  it  the  foundation 
is  laid  for  fine  quality  and  perfection  of 
aroma  ;  and  when  the  bean,  by  improper 
treatment,  becomes  stained  or  dis- 
colored, its  drinking  qualities  have  been 
proportionately  damaged. 

Guatemalan  coffees  seems  to  have  a 
wide  range  of  value  in  their  drinking 
merits,  although  the  «  style  »  and  appear- 
ance of   the  bean   may   be  about   the 
same,     The  bulk  of  the  crop  is  exported 
to  London  and  Hamburg,  little   going 
to  the  United  States,  and  that  being  of 
the   third  or  fourth  quality.     San   Jose 
and  Chimperico  are  its  principal  ship- 
ping ports,   the  best  coming  from  the 
place   last   named,    because   the    finest 
coffee  of  the    country    grows  in  that  j 
neighborhood.     Coffee  buyers  in  Guate-  I 
mala  find  no  end  of  obstacles  to  over-  I 
come.     In  the  first  place,  the  conditions 
must  be  carefully  studied   in    order  to  J 
understand  the  quality  of  coffee  one  is 
buying;     Only  a  small  part  of  the  crop  i 
is  piirchaseable  on  any  terms,  as  many  j 
of  the  large  plantations  are  owned  by  I 
parties  in  Europe,  to  whom  all  of  the  I 
coffee  is   shipped,  while    most  of   the  i 
planters   who  are   able  to  move  their 
crops  prefer  to  consign  the  goods  to 
their    own    correspondents,    and    take 
their  chances  with   their  market.     This 
class    of    planters  will    not    sell   their 
coffee  to  strangers   except  at  a  fabulous 
price.     What  is  more  strange,  there  is 
never  a   bag  of  coffee  in  any  city  or 
shipping  port  for  sale  ;  neither   can    a 
sample    be    seen.      The    purchaseable 
coffee  is  found  only  on  the  plantations, 
where  the  whole  crop  must  be  bought 
« in  parchment,"  or  an  advance  of  cash 
made  to  enable  the  planter  to  have  the 
coffee   milled   and    graded  :  bags    must 
also  be   furnished  him,  and  money  to 
transport  to  the  shipping  point.     These 
things    combined    make    it    hazardous 
business  for  the  foreigner,  and  spoil  all 
our  fine  plans  of  presenting  our  friends 
with  bags  of  coffee,  picked   here  and 
there  in  Guatemala.

Let  us  have  a 
carefully  prepared  report  of  the  grants 
already  made,  their  dates,  aggregates 
and  conditions.  Then  let  us  have  the 
reverse  side— the  benefit  accomplished) 
the  number  of  planters  receiving  loans, 
the  interest  paid  tip,  and  the  number 
who  have  never  paid  anything,  either 
capital  or  interest.  There  have  been  a 
considerable  number  nf  these  con- 
cessions, and  many  would  like  to  know 
the  results  before  another  concession  is 
made.  There  have  been  stories  circu- 
lated about  the  favoritism  displayed  in 
the  distribution  of  these  pecuniary 
favors,  and  that  really  deserving  men 
have  been  unable  to  obtain  help  simply 
because  they  could  not  command  the 
requisite  empmho.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  national  treasury  has  not 
revenue  enough  for  its  own  necessities, 
it  appears  needful  to  avoid  burdening  it 
with  any  such  scheme  ofcalmsgiviug  as 
this.  The  shoemaker  and  barber  and 
fisherman  are  obliged  to  work  for  what 
they  get  without  any  public  assistance. 
Why  should  not  the  planter  do  the 
same  ?

THE  general  revenue  bill  which  has 
passed  the  chamber  and  is  now  under 
consideration  in  the  senate,  promises  to  ! 
be  quite  as  crude  and  prejudicial  as  its 
two  predecessors.     It  is  clearly  impossi- 
ble for  congress  to  do  justice  to  all   the 
subjects  included  in  this  bill  in  the  last 
weeks  of  its  annual  session.     And  yet, 
it  insists  on  using  the  bill  for   all  kinds  j 
of  tariff  changes,  and  for  any  species  of  I 
fiscal  legislation  on  which  the  revenue  ! 
depends.     These  annual  changes  iu  the 
tariff  arc  most  prejudicial  to  commerce  ; 
and   to  the  people,    for  they  affect  im- 
portant interests  and  directly  influence  i 
the  well-being  of  everyone.     Instead  of  \ 
taking  time  to  discuss  them  and  for  in-  i 
quiring  into  the  probable  results,  radical 
changes  are  hurried  through  at  the  last 
moment  almost  without  a  word  of  com-  ! 
inent.     In  the  bill  now  on  its  passage  a  j 
tax.  of  15S  per  head  is  imposed  on  im-  j 
ported  beef  cattle — a  tax  which  will  help  j 
to   make  fresh  beef  dearer  in  this  city  ] 
and  will  put  money  into  the  pockets  of  j 
certain   speculators.      And  so  with  va- 
rious other    items    iu    the  same    bill.  I 
Congress  is  apparently  more  interested  j 
in  protecting  monopolies  and  promoting 
jobs  than  it  is  in  protecting  the  welfare  ' 
of  the  people:     At  the  present  moment ; 
the  treasury  is  interested  iu  lowerduties 
because  they  will  produce  more  revenue,  ! 
and  the  people  require  them  in  order  to 
reduce    their   living    expenses.      Con-  j 
gress,  however,  consults  the  interests  of 
a  few  individuals  and    maintains  high  ; 
rates.     How  long  such  legislation  will 
continue,  no  one  can  tell,  but  it  may  be 
safely  assumed  that  it  will  last  as  long 
as  the  system  of  including  tariff  changes 
iu  the  annual  revenue  bills. 


—  The  chamber  of  deputies  was  almost  ex* 

clusively  engaged  last  week   iu  concluding  the 

work  of  voting  the  budget.  Of  the  provisions 
voted  we  refer  to  some  in  another  place,  ami 
to  others  we  shall  refer  after  action  hag  been 
token  on  them  bythesenate.  Senator  Vicente 
Machado  said  on  Friday  that,  bJshealtb  being 
bad,  he  had  determined  to  return  to  Parana, 
but  had  desisted  from  bis  intention  on  being 
informed  that,  although  there  are:  no  charges 
against  him,  the  minister  of  justice  and  the 
chief  of  police  consider  it  advisable  for  him  not 
to  leave  Rio  de  Janeiro.  With  this  threat 
flanging  ever  him,  he  asserted,  be  is  deprived 
of  .ill  liberty  of  action  and  would  consequently 
cease  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  senate.

These  totals  do  not  include 
those  shipments  embarked  in  port,  or  transfer- 
red from  one  ship  to  another,  or  are  shipped 
direct  from  the  ports  of  Madama  und  Suila 
Anna.

If  the  fruit  now 
apparent  is  developed  and  the  low  prices  do 
not  lead  planter  to  abandon  a  great  number 
of  plantations,  the  next  Rio  coffee  crop  will

THE     RIO     NEWS. 


[December  7th,  1897. 


—The  new  Italiau  minister,  Count  Anto- 
iietli,  arrived  here  yesterday,  and  was  received 
with  appreciative  demonstrations  by  his 
countrymen. 

—Major  Thomaz  Cavalcanti  de  Albuquerque, 
one  of  the  jacobin  officers  now  under  arrest, 
has  been  dismissed  from  the  command  of  the 
Batalhao  Academico. 

—This  city  was  visited  by  a  torrential  rain 
storm  on  the  30th  tilt.  Many  streets  were 
inundated  and  tramway  traffic  on  some  of  the 
lines  was  interrupted  for  several  hours. 

—  It  is  announced  that  Sr.  Jose*  Carlos  Rodr- 
gues,  editor  of  the  Jorual  do  Commercio,  has 
postponed  his  return  to  Rio  in  order  to  make 
further  purchases  of  material  in  Europe. 

.  —The  minister  of  war  has  cancelled  the 
honors  of  a  lieutenant-colonel  granted  to  Sr. 
Jose"  Rodrigues  Cabral  Noya.  There  are  still 
others  who  should  be  shorn  of  these  unmerited 
honors, 

—According  to  a  retired  army  officer,  the 
army  has  become  strongly  jacobin  and  is  led 
by  the  alferes  rather  than  by  its  commanding 
officers.  Il  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  opinion  is 
overstated. 

— Rear-Admiral  Carlos  de  Norouha  has  been 
relieved  of  the  command  of  the  naval  division 
that  receutly  arrived  from  Bahia  and  it  is  stated 
that  he  intends  resigning  the  vice-presidency 
of  the  military  club. 

—The  bill  ratifying  the  extradition  treaty 
with  Chili  was  passed  by  the  chamber  of  de- 
puties on  Friday.  We  do  not  bear,  however, 
of  any  action  on  the  commercial  reciprocity 
treaty  with  that  country. 

— It  was  announced  on  the  morning  of  the 
1st  that  Capts.  Fredoliuo  Jose  da  Costa,  9th 
cavalry,  and  Marcus  Curias  Mariano  de  Cam- 
pos, 1  st  infantry,  had  been  placed  under  arrest. 
The  latter  is  known  as  an  extreme  florianista. 
— It  is  reported  that  Capt.  Alexandrine  de 
Alencar  will  be  appointed  commander  of  the 
Riachuelo,  The  reputation  which  he  w  onas 
comma nder  of  the  Aqitidahan  induces  us  to 
believe  that  the  Riashuelo  could  not  be  in  better 
hands. 

— In  commemoration  of  the  death  of  the 
late  Emperor  of  Brazil,  which  took  place  in 
Paris  on  Decembers,  [891,  masses  were  said 
for  his  soul  yesterday  and  Saturday  at  several 
churches  in  this  city,  S.  Paulo,  Petropolis  and 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

—Capt.  Marcus  Curius,  who  is  accused  of 
being  responsible  for  the  military  murders  in 
1893  at  Sepetiba,  was  arrested  last  Tuesday. 
The  cause  of  his  arrest  is  not  stated.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  he  helped  to  secure  the 
assassin  Marcellino  at  the  arsenal  of  war. 

— On  Saturday  building  No.  72  Rua  da  Im- 
peratriz  and  everything  it  contained  were 
destroyed  by  fire.  The  ground  floor  was  oc- 
cupied by  a  tobacconist  and  the  upper  part  of 
the  building,  consisting  of  35  apartments, 
was  rented  to  lodgers.  'I  be  business  was  in- 
sured for  5, ooojfl  and  the  building  for  40,000$. 
—On  requisition  of  the  governor  of  Goyaz 
the  government  has  sent  to  that  state  a  detach- 
ment of  30  soldiers  belonging  to  the  24th 
battalion  of  infantry.  These  soldiers  left  on 
Saturday  on  the  Sao  Paulo  night  train.  Their 
services  are  required  in  Goyaz,  we  presume, 
by  circumstances  connected  with  the  killing  of 
ex-Senator  Paranbos. 

—We  do  not  know  how  true  it  is,  but  it  is 
said  that  the  conspirators  who  have  been  so  hap- 
pily defeated, intended  to  create  a  dictatorship, 
in  which  a  prominent  deputy,  now  a  fugitive, 
was  to  play  the  role  of  Ciczar.  and  another 
deputy  now  on  board  a  naval  vessel,  was  to  be 
his  minister  of  war.  If  the  story  is  true,  brazil 
has  had  a  very  happy  escape. 

—A  Havas  telegram  of  the  3rd  reports  a  great 
battle  between  the  Spanish  and  Cuban  armies 
at  Caimilo.  The  Spanish  were  at  first  repulsed. 
then  with  a  reinforcement  of  6,000  men  they 
captured  the  enemy's  position.  The  Cubans 
were  then  reinforced  and  attacked  with  such 
impetuosity  that  the  Spaniards  were  routed. 
The  losses  were  great  on  both  sides. 

—If  the  Rio  correspondent  of  the  Concio 
PauOsUtno  is  well  informed,  the  conspiracy 
against  the  President's  life  was  a  very  exten- 
sive and  dangerous  one.  He  say,-  that  no  less 
than  five  plans  were  made  for  the  assassination 
of  the  President.  He  asserts  that  the  assassin 
Marcellino  has  confessed,  and  lie  names  no 
less  than  24  persons  under  arrest  up  to  the 
27th  ult,  Since  then  other  arrests  have  been 
made  and  other  suspects  have  disappeared. 

— In  our  last  issue  we  mentioned  the  dis- 
missal of  Capt.  Marcus  Curins  and  another 
officer  from  their  commands  in  two  of  our  gar- 
rison battalions,  and  now  we  learn  that  they 
are  both  under  arrest.  We  were  certainly  sur- 
prised to  hear  that  the  former  figured  so  ac- 
tively in  the  President's  defence,  and  now, 
the  report  goes,  it  appears  he  was  on  the 
ground  for  another  purpose.  We  hear,  also, 
that  a  prominent  general  officer  is  under  arrest, 
and  two  others  are  under  observation.  It  is 
observed,  likewise,  that  Deputy  Nilo  Pecanha  is 
no  longer  occupying  his  seat  in  the  chamber, 
— An  interesting  quarrel  has  broken  out 
between  the  Pais  and  Jorual  do  Hmzil.  Sr. 
Bellarmino  Carneiro,  of  the  former,  is  the  Rio 
correspondent  of  La  Nation  of  Buenos  Aires, 
and  Sr.  Salvador  Nicosia,  of  the  latter,  is  Rio 
correspondent  for  the  New  York  Herald  and 
La  Prensa  of  Buenos  Aires.  The  Pais  last 
week  opened  a  bitter  attack  on  a  telegram 
published  by  the  /ft/aid,  and  the  Jorrial  do 
Brazil  retorts  by  denouncing  a  telegram  sent 
to  the  Nation.  And  then  the  customary  per- 
sonal attacks  follow  in  due  course.  Would  it 
not  lie  better,  neighbors,  to  let  correspondents 
■lone?  They  will  naturally  make  mistakes, 
but  it  won't  mend  matters  by  calling  them 
enemies  of  the  country. 


Business  Notes 


—  The  Western  and  Brazilian  cable  between 
Peniambuco  and  Ceara  has  been  repaired  ami 
is  again  at  work. 

—  The  new  goldmine  discovered  at  Ouro 
Preto  continues  to  attract  attention.  It  is  sta- 
ted that  up  to  the  27th  ult.  about  two  kilos 
of  gob!  had  been  taken  out. 

—  The  imposition  of  a  tax  on  beef  cattle  has 
created  a  bad  feeling  in  Argentina.  It  is  clear- 
ly a  mistake,  for  the  tax  will  increase  the 
cost  of  beef  as  well  as  create  animosity, 

—The  statutes  of  The  Sears  Para  Rubber 
Company  were  published  in  the  Dian'o  Official 
of  yesterday.  The  domicile  of  the  company  is 
Norfolk,  Va.,  and  its  capital  is  $100,000. 

—  Even  the  oils  and  paints  for  the  new  pub- 
lic edifices  at  Bello  llorizoute,  Miuas,  are 
being  admitted  Free  of  duty.  Who  benefits  la- 
this? Tbc  contractors,  or'  the  state  of  Minns 
Geraes? 

—  One  of  the  amendments  voted  by  the 
chamber  of  deputies  to  tbe  budget  of  the 
department  of  industry  provides  for  revising 
the  contract  of  tbe  gas  company  without 
increasing  the  burden  of  the  treasury  or  of 
consumers. 

-—Two  or  three  of  our  "Business  Notes*  broke 
out  of  ranks  in  our  last  issue  and  'dined  up" 
with  the  "Provincial  Notes."  As  they  referred 
to  whiskey  and  other  articles  upon  which  the  ! 
ban  of  the  custom-house  analyst  has  fallen,  we 
can  quite  excuse  their  eccentric  behavior,  j 

—During  the  mouth  of  November  tbe  Docas  \ 
Nacionaes  received  1 28,77s  packages  and  there 
were  25S.296  packages  in  deposit  at  the  end 
of  tbe  month.  The  deliveries  during  the 
mouth  were  only  50,768  packages,  The  shi- 
pments of  coffee  during  the  month  aggregated 
358,099  bags. 

—The  waste  of  gunpowder  on  fruitless  duels 
is  becoming  serious  111  France,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  government  will  soon  be  com- 
pelled to  take  cognizance  of  tbe  matter.  Were 
a  duellist  killed  occasionally,  then  the  use  of 
the  explosive  might  be  considered  reproduc- 
tive and  beneficial  to  the  country. 

—  The  provision  in  tbe  revenue  budget  im- 
posing an  income  tax  having  been  rejected  ill 
the  chamber  of  deputies,  Deputy  Felisbello 
Freire  has  introduced  a  separate  bill  providing 
for  the  creation  of  such  a  tax.  The  rate  on 
real  estate  is  fixed  at  2  per  cent,  and  that  on 
personal  property,  incomes,  etc.,  at  2  %  per 
cent. 

—  Were  it  not  for  the  Upmans  and  other 
advocates  of  the  doctrine  that  wealth  and 
revenue  can  be  made  to  exist  by  a  strong  effort 
of  the  imagination,  we  should  be  inclined  to 
say  that  the  times  are  extremely  dull  just  now, 
and  that  business  is  feeling  the'  crushing  influ- 
ence of  the  political  uncertainty  which  is  hang- 
ing over  us. 

—  Tbe  October  exports  of  rubber  from  Para 
amounted  to  2,074,644  kilos,  of  which  1,061,- 
573  went  to  Europe  and  [,013,071  to  the 
United  Slates,  The  principal  exporters  were 
I'usinelli,  Priis.se  &  Co.,  448,322  ks.,  Ad.  H.

—  Tbe  prefect  of  the  Federal  District  has 
signed  the  municipal  ordinance  for  the  closing 
of  all  business  bouses  on  Sundays  at  noon. 
Drug-stores,  hotels,  cafes,  billiard  saloons,  con- 
fectioneries, bakeries,  butcher  shops,  public 
baths,  stables  and  photographic  galleries  are 
excepted.  Why  a  billiard  saloon,  or  a  photo- 
graph gallery  should  be  excepted,  we  do  tot 
know. 

—  A  report  in  now  current  that  a  Belgian 
syndicate  is  about  to  be  organized  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  Brazilian  telephone  concession.  So 
many  reports  have  been  current  lately  of  the 
intentions  of  various  Belgian  syndicates,  that 
we  feel  it  rccessary  to  wait  a  little  before  offer- 
ing our  congratulations.  It  is  said  that  the 
concession  is  that  absurd  scheme  fur  a  line  be- 
tween Rio  and  Victoria. 

— Who  says  that  experiatcia  churl.'  Ap- 
parently it  does  no  such  thing  !  In  the  United 
States  the  first  four  months  of  the  new  Mc- 
ICinley  tariff,  which  increased  the  import 
duties  so  largely,  shows  a  falling  oil  in  customs 
receipts  of  about  fourteen  millions  of  dollars. 
It  is  common  sense  that  if  you  make  the  cost 
of  an  article  too  high,  its  consumption  will  at 
once  be  smaller.  But  the  American  protection- 
ist and  his  Brazilian  imitator  pretend  not  to 
believe  this. 

—  The  Jorual  do  Cotttinercief  announces  an 
increase bf  iofboo  per  annum  in  its  subscrip- 
tion «owing  to  the  very  high  cost  of  printing 
paper  imported  from  abroad."  This  is  not 
quite  correct,  as  the  Jot  mil  ought  to  know. 
The  cost  of  printing  paper  abroad  has  not 
gone  up  ;  on  the  contrary  it  has  very  much 
decreased,  compared  with  its  price  a  few  years 
ago.  The  real  cause,  which  [In:  Jorual  should 
be  honest  enough  to  state,  lies  in  the  great 
depreciation  of  tlie  currency,  which  raises  the 
currency  cost  here  in  Brazil, 

—  Why  should  tbe  whole  population  of  Bra- 
zil lie  called  upon  to  contribute  to  tbe  construc- 
tion of  a  new  —  and  unnecessary — capital  for 
the  stale  of  Minas  Geraes.  The  customs  tariff 
is  a  source  of  revenue  for  the  whole  union, 
and  is  designed  to  meet  national  expenditures. 
It  is  insufficient  to  meet  those  expenditures. 
Every  exemption  tends  to  increase  that  deficit, 
Which  the  whole  nation  must  make  good.  The 
exemptions  in  favor  of  Bello  Horizon  te  repre- 
sent a  large  sum,  which  tbe  whole  people  will 
have  to  pay.  Why  can  not  the  people  of  Minas 
build  their  own  capital  ? 


—  It  is  stated  that  the  gas  company  is  pre- 
paring to  supply  electric  light.  Ami  the  soon- 
er it  is  done,  the  better  it  will  be  for  us. 

—The  annual  meeting  of  the  Minas  ami 
Rio  Railway  Company  was  held  in  London  on 
the  1 1  tli  ult.,  when  in  moving  the  adoption  of 
the  report,  the  chairman  said  the  accounts 
showed  a  considerable  increase  in  their  traffic 
receipts,  amounting  to  over  /,"9,ooo,  while  the 
profits  were  some  £2,090,  more.  This  showed 
that  their  new  feeders,  the  Muzauibinlio  and 
Sapucahv  lines,  were  gradually  opening  up 
tbe  coffee  districts.  If  it  bad  not  been  for  the 
losses  by  exchange  they  would  have  been 
aide  to  earn  a  good  dividend,  but  this  con- 
tinued to  gel  lower  and  lower,  and  as  things 
stood  they  actually  got  little  more  than  25  per 
cent  of  what  they  really  earned.  Their  loss  on 
the  money  sent  to  England  last  year  through 
this  difference  of  exchange  was  ,£"23,691  ;  but 
that  by  no  means  represented  all  ;  for^  as  the 
rate  continued  to  go  down,  wages  etc.,  in  Brawl 
went  up  in  price.  "  A  dividend  of  3  per  cent, 
for  the  second  half-year  was  declared,  mak- 
ing a  total  distribution  of  6  per  cent,  for  the 
year. 

—  Philadelphia  always  givesa  rousing  majo- 
rity for  protectionism  at  the  [wills,  yet  in  her 
admirable  commercial  museum  she  has  estab- 
lished an  institution  which,  if  it  is  to  have  the 
life  of  usefulness  it  deserves,  must  of  necessity 
act  as  a  weapon  to  cut  the  ground  from  under 
the  feet  of  protectionists.  One  of  the  most 
lately  added  departments  of  tbe  museum  and 
nne  that  promises  to  be  the  most  useful,  is  the 
laboratory,  iii  charge  of  Dr.  I,ouis  J.  Mattos, 
which  has  been  established  on  account  of  the 
constant  receipt  of  various  raw  products  which 
must  be  analysed  and  studied  in  order  to  show 
their  availability  for  American  manufacture. 
In  this  way  the  managers  expect  to  place 
oefore  the  manufacturers  of  this  country  many 
new  raw  materials.  One  of  the  most  impor- 
tant parts  of  the  work  at  tbc  present  time  is 
the  laboratory  for  the  conditioning  of  wools, 
silks  and  other  fibres.  This  lias  been  estab- 
lished in  harmony  with  the  official  system  in 
vogue  in  England,  France  and  Germany,  with 
the  special  purpose  of  supplying  wool  and 
other  merchants  and  manufacturers  with  the 
means  of  determining  the  exact  quality  and 
condition  of  the  wools  and  fibres  which  they 
use.  There  is  no  laboratory  of  similar  charac- 
ter in  this  country,  Director  W.  1*.  Wilson 
informs  ns  that  it' is  hoped  to  widen  its  use 
throughout  the  United  States.—  Merdtattts' 
Review,  Oct.  29,

Financial  Notes 

— Among  the  new  taxes  voted  by  the  cham- 
ber of  deputies  is  the  import  duly  of  15^  a 
bead  on  beet  cuttle. 

—The  extraordinary  credit  of  4,000,000$  for 
military  expenses  in  Bahia,  received  the 
President's  sanction  yesterday. 

—By  one  of  the  provisions  of  the  revenue 
bill  the  government  is  authorised  to  have 
20, 000, ocx >$  in  nickel  pieces  coined  abroad  and 
distributed  among  the  several  states. 

—  The  November  balance  of  the  savings 
bank  of  this  capital  shows  that  the  dcjwisits 
during  tbe  month  aggregated  1.592,790^000, 
and  the  withdrawals  !,6S9,747$4S4. 

— The  treasury  delegate  in  Loudon  tele- 
graphs that  tbe  loan  of  /"2, 000, 000  on  treasury 
bills  is  for  two  years,  payable  in  3.1  1'nstal 
merits.  The  issue  will  be  at  5 
interest  rate  5  per  cent. 

—  It  is  stated  that  the  municipal  government 

of  this  city  will  have  to  try  to  fiiul  money 
this  month  for  paying  £  1 1,250  on  its  foreign 
debt,  900,000$  for  current  expenses  and  2,000,- 
oooj  on  arrears  of  indebtedness. 

—  The  Naval  Club  is  issuing  debentures  to  the 
amount  of  200,000$  for  the  purpose  of  obUiiu- 
ing  money  for  erectinga  club  building.  Tbe 
loan  is  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  on  the 
building  and  other  projjerty  of  the  club. 

—  In  the  vote  on  the  budget  of  the  depart- 
ment of  justice  the  chamber  of  deputies  adopt- 
ed last  Friday  an  amendment  authorising  the 
government  to  guarantee  a  loan  of  £  6,000,000 
for  the  municipal  government  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro. 

—  The  revenue  of  the  Santos  reeebedoria 
last  month,  which  consists  almost  exclusively 
of  the  state  export  taxes  on  coffee,  was  3,222,- 
40356.22.  The  dispatches  of  coffee  at  that 
office  during  the  month  aggregated  666,470 
bags. 

—  The  September  revenue  of  tbe  state  of 
Para,  including  certain  receipts  for  specific 
purposes,  amounted  to  1,401,4465744,  of  which 
1,213,4625537  were  derived  from  export  duties. 
The  disbursements  of  the  state  treasury  in  the 
same  mouth  amounted  to  971.300J945, 

—  The  chamber  has  passed  a  resolution  auth- 
orising tbe  government  to  guarantee  a  muni- 
cipal loan  of  six  millions  sterling,  should  it  lie 
considered    advisable.     The  loan    is   designed 

for  sanitary  improvements,  but  up  to  the  pre- 
sent moment  no  intelligible  scheme  for  said 
improvements  has  bseii  adopted.  In  nil  prob- 
ability the  money  would  be  frittered  away. 

—  We  learn  from  the  Cazetade  Notitias  that 
one  L.  Lipuiau  has  written  a  le  ter  to  M.  Leroy- 
Beaulieu  informing  him  that  hereafter  there 
will  lie  110  more  deficits  in  the  Brazilian  bud- 
get. This  of  course  settles  the  matter  and 
allays  the  unfounded  apprehensions  of  M. 
Leroy- Beau  lieu  and  other  misinformed  persons. 
Even  in  the  worst  contingency  all  we  have  to 
do  is  to  send  the  account  to  Mr.  Lipmui.
